Hut both will con¬
tinue on to AVashington, as will all
oilier members of th" party, exeept
Mrs. Georgia Williams, who stopped
short in a '.'onici speech this after¬
noon to husth home, because her bet¬
ter half had wired that the twins had
tlu men slvs

lag." The colonel arrived in Overlea
as per orders from General Jones, only
to find that the general, while l'ar in
the lead, had hanged her mind. With
tie colonel \v. re Elizabeth Ablrlch.

They spent tin night as the guests
of the town. which had prepared for
the entire party, and the colonel was
notified that she would be presented
with a gold tn<dal on March :!, because
she had kept the engagement.

AUTHOR OF BILL TO
ABOLISH GALLOWS

Junius W. Williams, Former
Member of Legislature. Dies

at Courtland.

Suffolk, Va.. February 24.-.lion. Jun¬
ius W. Williams, of Courtland, South¬
ampton County, died at his home there
to-day. aged sixty-llvo years. He had
served his county in public life since
early manhood as sheriff of .Southamp¬
ton, bailiff to the. State CorporationCommission and delegate to the House
from Southampton County, being the
only delegate from that county who
was ever elected t.o succeed himself.
He was the author of the bill permit¬ting voters of l'"ranklin magisterial dis¬
trict to vote on the dispensary, load¬
ing to the abolition of the dispensary,also of the I>i 11 abolishing 'he gallows
as a means of capital punishment ami
substituting therefor the electric
chair, lie is said to have wielded the
most potent influence in political af-tairs of any man in his county.He is survived by a widow, who w sMiss Addie Sle<!j:e; six daughters, Mrs.W. T Mchcniore. M r.-t. P.essie Wills,Mrs. 11. H. McLemore, Mrs. H. 1*. West-brook. Miss Clare Williams and MissJuanita Williams; one sister, Mrs. M. 1'..Story, ot Franklin; two nephews, lu-.I K. Williams, of Charlottesville. andFrank Story, Commonwealth's at¬
torney of Southampton.

HAFT DETERMINED
TO VETO MEASURE

President Docs Not Approve the
Pending Public Build¬

ings Bill.

! UNDERWOOD IS INFORMED

If "Pork Barrel" Is Defeated Ad-
vocates Will Try to Pass It

at Kxtra Session.

(Special to The Times-Dispatch.]
Washington. February 21.. It was

learned licro to-day from what is be¬
lieved to be reliable authority that
President Taft has made up his mind
to veto tho public buildings bill as
soon as It is disposed of in Congress
and sent to him for his signature.
Word to tills effect, it is said, has been
sent from tho President to Congress-
man Underwood, and by him transmit-
ted to other members of tho House.
While this story has been current

here for several days it was not traced
to llr, Underwood until to-day. It Is
now said that the word has come to1
him direct from tbc Whito House that
there shall be no bill of this kind now. jThe reason Is simple. Tbc President
thinks that H5,000,000 is too much to jput in such a measure, when many of
the items it covers are not greatly
needed.

It is also said that if this action Is
taken the advocates of a building bill
in the House will become active with
the beginning of the extra session in
April, and leave no stone unturned to1
get such a bill through. P. 11. MeCI.*

.\dttmnoit Hill Pnsseil.
Washington, February '_M..The

Adamson bill, requiring the Interstate '
Commerce Commission to ascertain the'
actual value of the property of all
railroads, telegraph ami telephone com-
pa tiles, and other common carriers, jpassed the Senate to-night at the end
of a short debate, and with practical¬
ly no opposition. Changes made in the
bill by the Senate from the form in jwhich it passed the House will require
a conference, but it is believed all dif¬
ferences will be adjusted and the bill
be sent to the President before this ses-
sion adjourns.
The valuation bill is designed to fur- jnisli a basis recognized by the courts

for fixing equitable freight, passenger
and public service charges. The pro-posed law would require that the In¬
terstate Commerce Commission deter-
mine the original cost of all common
carriers' property up to the present
time, tho cost of reproduction, if they
were to be built over again, the value
of all properties held by them and the
value of their intangible properties,
such as franchises, good will ami "go-
ing value."

STrniiKoii Predicts Veto.
Washington, February 21..The an-

nual rivers and harbors appropriation
bill was passed by the Senate to-day,'
alter a prolonged fight. Amendments
added to the bill by tho Senate brought
predictions that the measure would be
vetoed by the President, because they
wer»- in direct opposition to his ex- i
pressed policies, one of these amend¬
ments was the Connecticut River dam
bill, which had been passed by the
Senate :i week ago. Senator Swanson.
of \ irginia. made the prediction that if
this feature stayed in the bill the Presi¬
dent would veto tin.* measure.
The bill as reported to the Senate

from the Commerce Committee carried
an appropriation of $48,091.74i>, an in-
tieuae ot $7,t!l$,7f>i over the amount
authorized by the House. Several
amendments adopted by the Senate
increased this sum materially, and
these, together with the committee
amendments, will be threshed out in
conference with the House.
Tho bill of senator Xewlands. of Xe-

vnda, providing for the creation of a
river regulation hoard to take over all
river improvement work was also
adopted as an amendment, after it had
once been ruled out on a point of order
The bill, as finally adopted, was at-

tacked in bitter terms by Senators
Hurton and Owen. Senator Burton de¬
clared the House Co«\mitteo on Rivers
and Harbors and the Senate Committee
oii(«'ommerce owe an apology to a mul-
titude of people for the provision in
the I,ill extending the jurisdiction of
Ho- Mississippi River commission.
He said thin provision was the open¬

ing wedge for the expenditure of tens
<>f millions of dollars annually, and
while there were some items that were
worthy of adoption, there were many
others that were not. Senator Owen
said the. measure had been drawn in
a "haphazard manner," and that while
lie was in favor of improving the wa¬
terways of this country, lie was op.
posed to "pork barrel" measures of this
Kind.

No ore I oiiNlilornt Imifl,
Washington, February 24..The'Tlouse

bill prescribing methods of proceeding
in cases of contempt of court will not
receive consideration of the Senate
during the present session <;f Congress
unless the decision of the Senate Com-
in it tee on the Judiciary is overruled.

I hat committee at a meeting to-day
decided indefinitely to postpone con¬
sideration of the measure. The prin-
cipal objection was tc the provision
allowing jury tiials in contempt eases.
The anti-injunction bill, which also

has passed the House, will receive
further attention. That measure was
amended bv the subcommittee by strlk-
ing out several provisions regulating
injunctions in the interests of labor on
the ground that these points are amply
covered by the new rules of the Sn-
prerne Court. The bill was allowed to
go over, but Chairman Clark gave as¬
surance that a meeting would lie called
in ample time to permit action. Indi¬
cations were favorable to the accept¬
ance of the subcommittee's conclusions.

Committee on Kxpendltures in the
Treasury to-day in a report to the
House recommended that Hie Ways and
Means Committee, or the Hanking and
Currency Comlinttee, report legislation
foi a safe, workable and compulsory
depository law governing deposits of I
government funds In banks and surplus
working capital in the general fund
of the treasury.

BILL IS ATTACKED
BY ECONOMISTS

Slow Progress Made in Consid- j
eration of Naval Appro¬

priations.
Washington. February 21..With the

Mouse economists attacking almost
every paragraph with amendments or
points of order, consideration of tho
naval appropriation bill progressedslowly to-day and to-night. Heading;of the measure for amendment con¬
tinued lar into tho night, and the sec¬
tion authorizing construction of two
battleships, over which the great fightlias been made, will not lie reached
until late to-morrow.
During the debate. Representative

Murray, of Massachusetts, defending
tin appropriation for tIto Boston NavyYard, referred to members opposing
the bill as "fake economists" and be¬
came involved in a controversy with
Representative Tribble. of Georgia, one
of the "no battleship" leaders.

"Since the gentleman has been here,"
said Mr. Murray, "he lias prated about
economy, yet the other day when the
publiu huiidinus bill was tip, I noticed
lie voted for It."
"For years and years." replied Rep¬

resentative Tribble, "all the appropria¬
tions of tills government have been vot¬
ed into the lar^e cities like Boston and
New York and other places In the
East and West. And, forsooth, because
the people of the South are now com¬
ing into their own, in a small degree.
find securing some appropriations, It 111
becomes the gentlemen who have been
gobbling up everything all of these
years to come here and criticize us foi
trying to «et something."

An amendmont by Representative
Mensley, of Missouri, was adopted,
which would provide that the four
years spent at the Naval Academy shall
not be counted us a part of tho service
i»f naval officers. The effect would be
to Increase the length of service re¬
quired for retirement from thirty to
tliirty-four years. Representative Mob-
son, of Alabama, vigorously opposed
the amendment, insisting? that tht> mid- |shipmcu actually were in service and
subject to duty at the front in time of
war.

Representative J. Hampton Moore,
of Pennsylvania, offered an amend-
meat to a paragraph appropriating
$4.1100,000 for naval supplies and equip¬
ment to prohibit the purchase of any
material brought in under the "free
ship material" provision of the Pana¬
ma Canal act. Ife declared these
demands, by Inserting this provision
in the canal act, had upset the entire
tariff system and put cheap European
labor In competition with the Ameri¬
can worklngman. The amendment was
defeated by a strictly party vote
Another amendment to bar supplies'
and equipment manufactured by labor;
employed in excess of eight hours met
a similar fate.

Workers.

ACTION RESULT OF STRIKE

Chicago, February 24..Ail allowed

lalior trust" was attacked by the Fed¬
eral government In a civil suit filed
hero to-day against local unions Nos.
!. and 134. of tbo International Broth-
erhood of Electrical Workers. engag¬
ed In a strike against the Postal Tele¬
graph-Oablo Company.
As part of the labor war against the

telegraph company, the government
charges officers and employes of tho
unions with combining and conspiring
through acts of violence and depreda-tions, to injure the Postal telegraph
wires to Interfere with the transmls-
slon of government ami commercial
messages in interstate commerce. Tho
alleged Interference is declared to have
been deliberate.
W hllo restraint of interstate com- [

merco Is alleged, the Sherman law Is
not specifically mentioned in tho gov-
ernment's bill of complaint, which
generally declares that the defendants
alleged unlawful acts have violated
the rights granted under tho Constl-
tution and laws of the United States to
the telegraph company ami tho send¬
ers of messages. Tho government ask¬
ed that the defendants be enjoined from
obstructing interstate and government
messages over the Postal, from cutting,burning or otherwise Injuring Its tele¬
graph lines, and from interfering, bythreats. Intimidation, persuasion or
force with employes or prospective em-
ployes of the company. Pending a final
hearing, the petition pleads for a tern- I
porary injunction against the ullegedunlawful acts.
